GSR 96(E)—In exeicise of the powcis conferred by 
Article 145 of the Constitution and all other powets en¬ 
abling it in this behalf, the Supreme Couit hereby makes, 
with the apptoval of the President, the following rules fHi¬ 
ther to amend the Supiente Court Rules, 1966, namely — 

1 (1) These iules may be called the Supieme Court 
(first Amendment) Rules, 1987 

(2)) They shall come inlo force on the date of then 
publication in the official Gazette 

2 In the Supreme Court Rules, 1986,-(a) After Order 
XX B and the rules relating thereto, the following shall be 
inserted namely 

“Order XX-C : Appeals undei Section 14 of the 
Terrorist Affected At ear, (Special Courts) Act, 
1984”. 


1 The Petition of Appeal shall, subject to the piovisions 
of sections 4, 5 and 12 of the I imitation Act, 1963 (36 of 
19h3) be piesented within a period of thuty days from the 
dale of ludgment, sentence o r oidci appealed from : 

Provided that in computing the said period, the time re¬ 
quisite foi obtaining a cop) of the said judgment, sentence! 
ci ordei, shall be excluded 

Piovided furthei that the Supreme Court may entertain 
an appeal aftci the txpiry of the said period of thirty days, 
if it is satislied that th c appellimj has sufficient cause for 
not preferring thc appeal within the period of thirty days 

(2) Thc petition of appeal shall be registeicd and num- 
bcied us soon as it is found to b e m ordei and the Registry 
shall immediately thereaftei issue notice of lodgment of 
petition of appeal to the lespondents with a copy to the 
Standing Counsel of thc State concerned 

(3) The notice of lodgment of petition of appeal shall 
specify the date fixed for hearing the appeal which shall bo 
two weeks from the date of lodgment of the petition of 
Appeal 
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(4) The Registry shall, Immediately on the issue of the 
notice of lodgment of petition of appeal, ask the Special 
Court concerned to transmit to this Court within ten days 
the entire original record relating to the appeal 

(5) The appeal shall be listed before the Court for final 
, hearing at the top of the daily list on the date fixed irres¬ 
pective of whether the State has entered appearance or not 
•and whether the record has been received Or not from the 
Special Court concerned. 

(6) The appeal shall be heard on the paper books filed 
by the counsel. The original records shall be placed before 
the Court at the hearing of the appeal. 

(7) Save as otherwise provided by the rules contained hi 
this Order, the provisions of Order XXI relating to Criminal 
Appeals shall, as far as may be, apply to appeals filed under 
section 14 of the Terrorist affected Areas (Special Courts) 
Ad, 1984. 

(b) In Order XXXVI, (l) m the beading, the words ‘and 
section li of the Terrorist Affected Arens (Special Courts) 
Act, 1984’ shall be added at the end after the words “Cri- 
fltfnal Procedure Code, 1973.” 


(ii) In rule 1, the words ‘or under section 11 of the 
Terrorist Affected Areas (Special Courts) Act. 1984’ shall 
be added after the words 'Criminal Procerdue Code, 1973* 
appearing in the first sentence m the said rule. 

(c) In Order XXI rule 15(1), Clause (e), the word* 
•where the contemner has been convicted and sentenced to 
pay fine only’ shall be deleted. 

(d) In rule 8(1) of Order X, a proviso shall be added, as 
under :— 

‘Provided however, that no court fees or process fe*» 
shall be chargeable in respect of matters Bled in 
this Court through the Supreme Court Legal AW 
Committee*. 

(e) In rule 2 Order IT, for the words T0.30 AM. to 1.30 
A.M.’ occurring in Bne 2, the words ‘10.00 to 1.00 P.M. T 
shjdl be substituted and for word* T2.30 P.M.’ occurring ia 
line 4, the words T2 noon’ shall be substituted.
